Not  much  is  kuown  of  the  early  de-  i 
velopmentof  the  truffle,  owing  princi¬ 
pally  to  its  peculiarity  of  growing  under-  I 
ground,  where  it  is  free  from  observa¬ 
tion;  but  when  found  in  the  mature 
state,  in  which  they  are  lists  1  for  fiiod. 
they  are  altogether  free  from  attajeh- 
nient,  either  to  the  ground  or  to  any 
other  body.  They  are  commonly,  if  not 
invariably,  found  in  woods,  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  oak  or  lieech  trees  appearing  to 
favor  their  growth.

It  is  this  characteristic  which 
favors  their  acquisition,  as,  being  buried 
out  of  sight,  some  other  faculty  has  to 
be  employed  to  discover  their  presence. 
For  tliis  purpose  the  keen  sense  of  smnil 
in  the  dog  is  taken  advantage  of,  and 
dogs  are  systematically  trained  for  <he 
purpose  of  "truffle  hunting."

“catching"  or  "hunting"  of  truffles  i.-i  a 
regular  means  of  employment  for  men 
ami  ilogs  in  those  districts  in  which  the 
fungi  exist  in  sufficient  quantities  to  ren¬ 
der  the  work  remunerative. 

HOW  TO  PREPARE  THEM. 

The  attempts  at  artificial  reproduction 
or  cultivation  of  the  truffle  have  not  lieen 
successful,  as  mycelium  or  spawn,  from 
which  other  fungi  (such  as  mushrooms) 
are  readily  produced,  has  not  yet  been 
obtained.  Success  lias  occasionally  at¬ 
tended  the  sprinkling  of  suitable  ground 
With  water  in  which  the  fresh  jteel  of 
truffles  has  been  steeped. 

The  odor  and  flavor  of  truffles  are  most 
distinctive,  and  the  delicacy  of  this  flavor 
is  highly  esteemed  by  cooks,  these  fungi 
being  generally  employed  for  .flavoring 
meats.  The  fresher  truffles  are  used  the 
better,  as  they  lose  their  perfume  by  ex¬ 
posure  to  the  air.  Thus.  English  truffles 
which  reach  the  market  fresh  gathered 
are  preferable  to  those  obtained  from 
abroad  ;  and  those,  again,  which  are 
deeper  in  the  ground  are  superior  to 
those  found  near  the  surface,  possibly 
owing  to  the  same  reason— viz. :  that 
they  have  been  U  tter  protected  from  ac¬ 
cess  of  air. 

To  cook  truffles,  they  should' first  be 
well  washed — if  necessary  scruliUd  with 
a  brush— in’ warm  water,  rinsed  and  then 
boiled  (according  to  size)  from  two  to 
three  hours.  They  may  lie  served,  hid 
den  in  a  napkin,  as  if  they  were  chest¬ 
nuts.  They  are  eaten  at  the  second 
course,  dry.  with  cold  butter.  Tire  game 
is  eaten  with  them,  and  the  crisp  (n?el  is 
not  discarded.  Some  people  Uil  truffles 
in  cliauqiagne.  under  the  impression  that 
they  acquire  the  flavor  of  the  wine.  This 
is  a  must  extravagant  and  useless  cus 
tom.  as.  in  the  first  place,  the  tough  skin 
of  the  truffle  is  quite  impervious,  and 
secondly,  the  wine,  directly  it  is  heated 
i  to  U.iling  point,  loses  all  spiritand  flavor. 

I  If  it  is  desired  to  put  truffles  into  a 
salmi,  Uil  them  separately,  then  peej

Tins  cofulanatiou  makes  them  dif¬ 
ficult  to  govern,  for  there  is  a  natural 
jealousy  letw«en  the  blacks  and  the  col¬ 
ored.  and  so  affairs  are  gear  rally  more 
or  WsM  unsettled.
